Within a month the 
French reading public has been 
treated to three different versions— 
one by Herr Emil Ludwig, in trans- 
lation from the German, of course;

ras, the head of a school of; moral 
philosophy. Delteil thinks to have 
discovered the secret of Napoleon's:- 
life. According to him, Bonaparte 
pursued one single aim, always, al- 
though often wnconsciously—that of 
conquering India. All the rest was 
only pastime, manoeuvres, prepara 
tions, The East attracted him. Egypt 
and Moscow were the two expeditions 
that pleased him most. With M. 
Maurras it’s another story. He has 
put out a serious book. One feels 
*that to M. Maurras it would have 
been much better for France and the 
world that Napoleon had never ex- 
isted. He admits the Corsican’s glory 
and the prestige that his name alone 
gave, and continues to give, to 
France. But to M. Maurras, who is 
the chief of the rojalists, Napoleon 
meanf the Revolution led into or- 
ganized channels. M. Maurras detests 
the Revolution and its child, Democ- 
racy. Hence the title of his book 
“Napoleon, Enemy of France.” Per- 
haps he was an evil influence, but 
he was no conscious enemy of the 
people among. whom he wished to be 
buried because he had “loved them 
so much,” as the inscription above 
the crypt in the Invalides says.

Gasoline for 


Cleanin3, 


ASOLINE and benzine are two 
excellent cleansing agents. Both 
are much in use, but so many 

people use them ‘carelessly, and this is 
what causes failures and accidents, 

Both gasoline and benzine are 
dangerous because they take fire easily, 
so it is never safe to take chances. Do 
not use either’ of these fluids in a 
room where there is a fire or a flame. 
Select a cool place for cleansing, pref- 
erably out of doors and in the shade, 
because they are very eXplosive, and 
even if there is no fire a garment 
saturated with these cleansing agents 
is liable to burst into flame in dry at- 
mosphere. This ts caused by the static 
discharge produced in rubbing one 
Part against another. It is not safe to 
store them in the house. With these 
precautions benzine and gasoline can 
be used without fear of accidents. 

To obtain satisfactory results, a large 
quantity of gasoline or benzine should 
be used. If too little is used the gar- 
ment will look grimy, It is best to 
immerse the entire garment in the 
liquid, then get out the spots by lightly 
rubbing: between the fingers. Of course 
you have marked the spots with white 
thread; otherwise you will have diffi- 
culty in finding them after the gar- 
ment is wet - 

Use a porcelain or enamel, not a 
metal, dish to do the: work. After im- 
mersing the garment, work it gently 
up and down, ‘Then cover.dish and 
let garment soak about half an hour. 
Work it up and down again and gently 
rub.the spots. De not wring, but press 
ou: the excess fluid. 

Use clean gasoline or benzine for 
rinsing and change it until it remains 
clear. This will not mean’ a waste, 
because used gasoline may be strained 
through.a cotton cloth and used again, 
but never~ use strained gasoline for 
the last: rinsing. :

‘The “Enoch eArden” Law

HIS law provides for a dissolution 

of marriage. There are two ways 
in which a valid marriage may 

terminate. First, we have the case in 

which a person 1s 

sentenced to life 

imprisonment. As 

long as there is 

the possibility of 

the life sentence 

remaining in ef- 

fect, the marriage 

automatically 

ends. The second 

class of case is 

where the parties 

must do some- 

thing to end the 

marriage. It isin 

this class that we 

have the Enoch 

Arden Law. A 

woman had been deserted by her hus- 

band. Nine years later she remarried. 

Five years after her second marriage 

her first husband reappeared. He 

brought her up on a charge of bigamy. 

The law spetifically states that there 

may be a dissolution of marriage after 

the spouse remains away for five years 

or more. It is essential, however, that 

a lawyer draw up the necessary papers 

for litigation in court. Proof must be 

presented to the Court. This proof 

consists of a verified petition, publica- 

tion and presentation to the Court. No 

one can take the law for granted. 

Either the man or the woman may have 

a dissolution of marriage under the 

Enoch Arden Law, and no one may re- 

marry. unless he or she complies with 

that law, The number of years in 

which the husband remains away from 

a wife-does not matter. If the wife 

takes ho action within the required 

length of time, she remains married in 
the eyes of the law. : 

A husband may stay away twenty 

years and return and find himself 

protected as a husband. He would 

have rights in his wife’s property as 

well as rights as her husband, if the 

wife has not dissolved their marriage 

in the interim. 


Many cases of this sort come into 
court after the~husband’s absence of 
five years. It must be proved con- 
clusively that the wife has no infore 
mation as to the whereabouts of her 
deserting spouse. Her affidavit must

alive. Desertion and knowledge of his 
whereabouts would not entitle a wife 
to a dissolution of marriage under the 
Enoch Arden Law in the State of New 
York. Likewise, the husband who 
knows of his wife’s disappearance and 
knows that she is alive although he 
has not seen her for five years or more 
may not have a dissolution of mar- 
riage within the meaning of this law.

Others 
feel that duties should be ursweetened 
and swaliswed whole as a suitable 
preparation for the stern demands of 
Hfe. : 

Both attitudes seem to me unrealis- 
tic and extreme. No matter how fondly 
a child may love hi3 mother, he will 
not for her sake go promptly to bed. 
Yet regular bedtime is an undebatable 
necessity for every child. Whether he 
likes it or not he must go. ; 

True, the process should be made as 
pleasant and friendly as possible, but 
there should be no room for argue- 
ment—the word of authority must be 
final. The child who from the begin- 
ning has learned to accept it is saved 
a good deal of friction and unhappi- 
ness. 

On the other hand, all matters of 
routine go far more easily if the child 
senses back of the rule a love which 
disarms him of much of his natural 
resistance. 

The danger which faces those who 
believe that children should yield to 
authority is that they will abuse their 
power, using command where only fel- 
lowship and sympathy will win the 
right response. For such people the 
world is full of naughty chilcren. Per- 
haps-the safest rule is to bring up 
your child with love when you can, 


and with authority when you must.
